The purpose of this letter is to announce my resignation from my position as Public 
Records Advocate, effective October 11, 2019.

This Offiee serves an essential role in eonneeting the public 
with the government. In order to do this, though, the Office must be independent, operating to 
serve the public and not partisan political interests. I hope that the Council will dedicate itself to 
protecting that independence and select a candidate who is equally devoted to that goal. 

You are all integral to the success of the Office of the Public Records Advocate. You have 
provided me with valuable expertise and feedback as I launched this office. I cannot 
possibly thank you enough for the help you have given me in building this office and for the 
support you have given me during a very difficult time in my life this year. 

It has been a privilege to work with all of you and to serve the people of Oregon. I look 
forward to seeing what the next chapter will be for this Council and the Office of the Public 
Records Advocate.
